“W e’re just as 
good as those who buy them ,’’ retort­ 
ed one, and soon the argum ent result­ 
ed in Dr. Cannaday and Mr. Blain 
being told that overtures had been 
made certain negro voters there by 
Leo Eiehholz, ex-mayor of Smithton, 
and now engaged in blacksmithing

The political meeting was rilled off 
and further investigation of the cir­ 
cum stances of the case resulted in a 
telephone message to Assistant Prose 
outing Attorney Paul Barnett.

B arnett was asked to be at the end 
of the street car line on East Broad­ 
way and informed that an automobile 
▼ would meet him there. 
He arrived

W alter Morey was arrested ror com­ 
plicity in the alleged attem pted pur- 
case of votes, and when he went to 
Smithton to vote, he appeared vol­ 
untarily 
and

t U m m as surety. 
Eiehholz, in his confession, is a1 
leged to have told the officers that he 
was to line up the negro votes, and 
that Mr. Morey was to see that they 
were paid. 
Mr. Morey who readily gave bond in 
te sum of $200 for bis appearance 
Saturday, 
through 
his 
attorney, CL 
C. Kelly, denied emphatically any at­ 
tem pt at vote buying. 
Mr. Morey’s 
^ attorney makes explanation of the in­ 
c id e n t by saying that there were sev­ 
eral negroes working for farm ers and 
others at and near Smithton, who 
said it would be impossible foi them 
to lay off simply for the sake of vot­ 
ing. 
Mr. Morey, according to Mr. 
Kelly, made an agreem ent that lie 
w’ould look after the voters add re­ 
imburse them for the day s work, so 
that they might exercise the right of 
ballot. 
AU but one of these agreed 
to lay off from their regular work, 
and vote the entire Republican ticket, 
this one stating that he could not 
vote for Amos J. Kahrs. Republican 
candidate for circuit 
clerk.

decided he woud support the ticket 
and thus get a holiday. 
The arrests caused no little sensa-

and much comment was made on the 
streets during the day among voters 
regarding the episode. 
Up to noon today Eiehholz had not 
paid the fine assessed, being given 
time in which to do so by the court.

Answer.—The ninth Psalm is a song 
of Iuaise because God has entered into 
judgment with the nations. 
T hat is 
most clearly seen when we read the 
Revised Version. The Psalm therefore 
applies to the future—when the judg­ 
ments of God are in tile earth, and 
"when the inhabitants of the earth will 
learn righteousness (Isaiah 24:9). 
XVe 
read: “The wicked shall return to 
sheol, even all the nations th at forget 
God.” 
It Is now hardly necessary to 
repeat that “sheol” is not a place of 
torment. 
It describes the condition of 
all the dead—good and 
bad alike. 
“They know* not anything” (Ecclesias­ 
tes 9:5), being totally 
unconscious. 
When the judgment takes place, there 
is to be a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the just and the unjust. 
All 
the dead will stand before God, and all 
will know* the Lord from the least to 
the greatest. 
This verse therefore 
gives us the thought that even then 
some will continue to be w icked, and 
as a consequence will “return” into 
sheol, or state of death.

The San Jose 
scale had ruined them. 
Spraying had 
been put off too long to be of any 
value to them and the owners were 
doing the right thing under the cir­ 
cumstances. 
They were making log 
piles and brush heaps of what had 
been some very fine old orchards. 
San Jose scale will attack almost 
any sort of deciduous tree. It can exist 
on nearly any wood plant and if left 
alone it will kill the tree In a few 
years. Of course, long before the tree 
is dead it becomes worthless as a fruit 
producer. 
Tho smallness of the scale prevents 
its early identification. 
The individu­ 
al scales are hardly ever larger than 
a pin head. 
The most characteristic 
thing about this 
scale 
is that 
it 
causes the bark, that is, the inner 
bark, to turn slightly reddish in color. 
Look for the little "nipple” in the cen­ 
ter of the scale. 
With an ordinary 
pocket lens there is no difficulty in 
making out just what it is. lf you are 
in doubt about the scale, send a twig 
carrying some of the deposit to your 
state experiment station for an expert 
opinion. 
When it appears upon old trees the 
scale is usually found on the twigs or 
smaller limbs. On young trees it may 
appear over the entire surface of tho 
bark. 
Leaves and fruit are often in­ 
fested with it. 
On the bark of young 
trees, on tho leaves and on Infected 
fruit there is usually a sort of a pur­ 
plish ring around the scale. 
The scales that live through the win­ 
ter mature in the early spring. 
Each 
of the females gives birth, to living 
young, about four hundred of them at 
a time. 
For a day or two these micro­ 
scopic yellowish creatures crawl about 
over the bark and then settle down to 
sucking sap and weaving the curious 
scale. 
It is composed of white, wax­ 
like thread, matted together and mak­ 
ing a dense covering. 
Tho remedy sounds simple, but is 
not altogether so. 
Of course, spray­ 
ing is the only means of fighting the 
San Jose scale. 
Spray 
with 
full- 
strength lime sulphur solution in the 
dormant period. 
This should be done 
late in the autumn or very early in 
the spring. Mild days during the fall, 
the winter or early spring should be 
selected for the job. 
Tp to the time growth begins in the 
spring the lime sulphur spray may be 
used 
Miscible oils are sometimes 
used with good effect during the dor­ 
mant period. 
In summer spraying 
with self-boiled lime sulphur will hold 
the scale in check.

his colts are like him, will they be 
good m arket geldings? 
How much 
improvement will he make when bred 
to the average farm mares? 
The an­ 
swer to these questions will decide 
whether the horse is a suitable sire 
or n o t 
In answering them it should 
be kept in mind that good feet and 
legs are the first essential of a mar^ 
ketable horse. 
If the stallion does 
not have them he cannot be expected 
to produce them in his offspring. 
The state license which the owner 
of a stallion must show is the hest 
guide to the breeding of the stallion.

(By E. P. SANDERSTEN , Colorado Agri­ 
cultural College.) 
W hat crop to use in orchards can 
best be determined by local conditions 
and character of soil. In other words, 
the choice of plants is a local prob­ 
lem. 
Any crop that will produce a 
large amount of green material to bo 
plowed under can be used. Oats sown 
early in the spring will form a heavy 
mat of herbage and should be plowed 
under when iii milk. Red clover is an­ 
other excellent crop, but in this case 
Hie clover crop should remain in the 
orchard for two years. The first crop 
cf clover should be cut and left on the 
ground, while the second crop should 
be plowed under when in blossom. 
The fruit growers should bear in mind 
that the orchard is not a hay field and 
that very little good will result from 
the use of cover crops if the crop is 
cut for hay. 
Besides, there is dangef 
from 
poisoning 
if 
the 
orchard 
is 
sprayed with arsenical poisons. 
Al 
falfa is not adapted to orchards, as it 
is difficult to eradicate and no orchard 
should be left permanently in sod. 
Tho question is sometimes asked: 
Why cannot weeds be used as cover 
crops? 
The objection to weeds is 
mostly from the fact that they do not 
mature at the same time and in order 
to get the best results they have to 
be cut too early, and even then some 
species of plants will have already 
matured their seeds, which afterward# 
may be difficult to eradicate. 
Field 
peas is another excellent crop for the 
orchard. 
The point that tho writer 
wishes to emphasize is that the use 
of a cover crop is not primarily to in­ 
crease the fertility of the land, hut to 
add vegetable matter.

EXERCISE FOR BROOD SOWS 
THE PESSIMIST 


Animals Should Be Kept in Yards and 
Pens Where They Can Avoid 
Narrow Gates and Doors. 


(By G. E. MORTON, Colorado Agricul­ 
tural College.) 
Brood sows should be allowed plenty 
of room to exercise in, up to about 
two days of farrowing time. 
They 
should bo kept in yards and 
pens 
where they will not be obliged to

farrowing, so that the sow' will bo 
forced to exercise in getting her feed. 
W hen about due to farrow, the sow 
should be put into a pen which has 
been fitted with wallguards, where the 
pigs may find safety after birth. The 
ordinary pig guard is useless because 
it is neither high enough from the 
door nor far enough from the wall, 
and the space underneath fills up with 
straw so that the pig is crushed almost 
as easily as if the guard were not 
there. 
For thin, active sows a large pen 
may be used. 
For extremely heavy, 
fat sows, it is best to have a pen space 
comparatively small, so that the sow 
cannot turn around quickly and thus 
step on her pigs. The sow should not 
bo fed heavily just prior to farrowing, 
nor just after farrowing, but should 
have a thin slop for a few days so 
that there may be no tendency to con­ 
stipation. 
If there is any such ten- 
tency, a dose of epsom salts should 
be given in the swill. 
The bedding in the pen should be 
kept absolutely dry as dampness will 
very quickly cause death loss among 
young pig3. Within a week or two the 
sow and her litter should be moved 
out to a colony hog house, where they 
will get more exercise. 
When the 
pigs are two or three weeks old, two 
or three sows may be turned together.

Consequently very few Chris­ 
tian people have any concrete idea of 
the meaning of our text, and of other 
Bible statements respecting the fu­ 
ture regeneration of the world. 
Regeneration, or a second birth, is 
absolutely necessary if we would at­ 
tain everlasting life. 
The fault lies 
Rot with our Creator, that He made 


ms incomplete; for, as the Bible de­ 
clares, “all His work is perfect.” The 
fault is chargeable to sin. 
“By one 
m an’s disobedience sin entered into 
the world, and death as the result of 
Bin; so death passed upon all men, 
because all are sinners.” 
This sentence of death upon Father 
Adam hindered him from giving to 
his children the perfection of life in 
which he was created. 
His entire 
race has been horn into the world for 
six thousand years under a death sen­ 
tence, or curse. 
God cannot 
alter 
that sentence. 
The forfeited life can­ 
not be prolonged; the sentence of 
death cannot be set aside; the Su­ 
prem e Judge of the Cai verse cannot 
for any reason declare that Ile erred 
in His condemnation of our race.

The church’s begetting or regener­ 
ation is by 
the 
Heavenly 
Father 
Himself; as the Scriptures distinctly 
say, “The God and 
Father 
of our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath begotten us.*' 
(I Peter 1:3). He alone can give this 
Divine nature. This does not signify 
that the church is not indebted 
to 
her Redeemer; for the Scriptures dis­ 
tinctly state that without 
Him 
we 
could do 
nothing; 
that 
“by 
His 
stripes we are healed;” and that be­ 
fore the Heavenly Father would deal 
with us at all, before He would ac­
